nearly stepped on a coiled rattle- 
isnake. He managed to draw his 
bow, putting an arrow through the 
ratiler just as it started to strike. 

Billitier’s prize was rare, too, 
for a bowhunter. He killed a coy- 
ote which rushed past him about 
20 yards away while he was stalk- 
ing a deer near Mio, The first ar- 
row didn’t stop the coyote, and 
the Ypsilanti archer had to shoot 
twice more while running after 
the gray speedster. 

Inventive hunters often come 
up with some wierd ideas. One 
fellow from the south part of the 
state was nabbed in Lake County 
by conservation officers after he 
removed the pellets from a shot- 
gun shell, then slipped an arrow 
into the barrel ahead of the shell. 
He didn’t even have a hunting li- 
cense. 

Also in Lake County, a cross- 
bow — just about as illegal a 
weapon as you can find in Mich- 
igan — was confiscated from an 
Indiana hunter caught~ shining 
ideer. It cost him $75. He didn’t 
have a license, either. 

Ray Smith, Muskegon Chonicle 
staff photographer and a Mich- 
igan Bow Hunter district governar, 
hit a doe. just before dusk one ev- 
ening near Curran. He returned to 
camp, downed a quick meal, grab- 
bed his’ flashlight and set out to 
track down his deer. Conservation 
laws forbid carrying a bow in the 
woods after dark, so Smith was 
unarmed, 

He found his deer 480 yards 
from where it had been shot. But 
someone else had been there first.. 
A bear, apparently frightened a- 


way from the kill by the approach- 
ing hunter, had attacked and fin- 
ished off the wounded deer. The 
blackie — its tracks indicated it 
lqvas a big one — had pulverized 
one of the deer’s shoulders, batted 
both sides of the neck a number 
of times, broken the doe’s spine, 
then ripped a gaping hole in the 
side to feed. -
